Big Three Expected To 
Give Formal Approval 
To Terms of Armistice 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 
’Big Three” leaders are expected to give 
formal approval to the armistice terms for Germany which, it was 
learned today, were put in textual form and approved by the European 
advisory commission some weeks ago. 
There were a number of signs that the long-awaited Big Three 
meeting finally had begun, with the approval of terms for a defeated 
Reich the most urgent item on the agenda. 
Representatives of the Big Three, plus France, sit on the advisory 
commission and it is assumed their initials on the German armistice 
terms are tantamount to the signatures of President Roosevelt, British 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill and Russian Premier Josef Stalin. 
The existence of specific armistice terms, it was emphasized, should 
in no way be interpreted as a forecast of early German surrender.
